He, and later virtually all 
of the Cubans involved, believed so much 
in the Americans -- or wanted so desper- 
ately to believe -~ that they never ques- 
tioned what was happening or expressed 
doubts about the plans. Looking back on. 
it, they agree now that their naiveté was 
partly genuine and partly reluctance to 
turn down any offer of help in liberat- 
ing their country. In fact, they had 
little choice; there was no other place 
to turn. Some, of course, were driven 

by other motives: political power and 
personal ambition were involved. Even 
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more important was the traditional Cuban 
attitude toward America and Americans. 

To Cubans the United States was more than 
the colossus of the North, for the two 
countries were bound closely by attitudes, 
by history, by geography and by economics. 
The United States was great and powerful, 
the master not only of the hemisphere but 
perhaps of the world, and it was Cuba's 
friend. One really didn't question such 
a belief. It was a fact; everyone knew 
it. And the mysterious, anonymous, 
ubiquitous American agents who dealt with 
the Cubans managed to strengthen that 
belief. 31.
